BONN'AUVILLE YOUNG GIRL 
ATTACKED BY HANOVERIAN 


Before Justice Hill, Gettysburg, Wed- 


nesdav afternoon Edward Miller, 43-year- 
old painting contractor of Hanover, on the 
charge of committing a serious effense on 
Tuesday night against Marguerite Noel, 
the 19 year old deformed daughter of Wil- 
liam Noel, of Bonneauville, entered a plea 
of not gailty, but was committed to the 
Adams countv court which will fix the 
bail 


Damaging evidence against the Hwno- 


ver man was presented by Charles W. 
Huff, J. B Zimmerman, Louis Wagamaa, 
and William Noel, father of the girl. Dur- 
iu« the entire proceedings Miller sat with 
his bead buried in bis hands apparently 
dazed at the proceedings in progress. 
At 


the conclusion of the testimony of Mr. 
Wagaman, gquin? Hill said to Miller: 
"Have you anything to say?" "I do not 
know anything about wh-it he is talking 
about,'' the defendant replied. "I am not 
guilty of the charge against me." 


The most touching part of the trial was 


presented when Mis. Miller Arrived in the 
ufiic-e of the squire and broke into tears as 
she greeted her husbadd for the first time 
since his alleged serious offense. A num- 
ber of Bonneauville men present at the 
hearing were emphatic iu their statements 
that they would see that the man charged 
with harming the deformed and sickly 
Bouneauville child, would receive due jus- 
tice. Many persona in Hanover are amaz- 
ed at the charge against Miller, who has a 
good reputation there except that he has 
been addicted to liquor at times. 


Howard J. ilariman, deputy sheriff, ar- 


rested Miller. The first sight sight that 
greeted the deputy's eyes upon reaching 
Bonneauville was that'of mob estimated 
at over lot) people gathered in front of 
the Altland garage ir Bonneauville which 
contained the cur of Miller. Fearing that 
the mob might attempt violence any min- 
ute Deputy Hartman soothed their feel- 
ings by a few remarks, went immediately 
to the car containing Miller, and 5 min- 
utes was on his return trip to Gettysburg. 


Miller, evidently scared by the mob of 


people who showed remarkable good sense 
by attempting no violence but who dig- 
pltned unmistakable signs of indignation 
at the accused man, was sleeping or mak- 
ing :» pretense of sleeping in the rear ot bia 
machine when ho was taken into custody 
bv Deputy Hartman. 
All evidences of 


t-lecpiiiesa or intoxication disappeared ag 
soon as the car had passed out of Bon- 
neauville. however, as Miller then bright- 
ened up con.-iderably and talked freely 
with Mr. Hartman but took care to avoid 
discussing the charge against him. 


Miller is alleged to have taken the girl 


in his auto into a woods near Bunneau- 
ville, while the parents were at church, 
aud it is said he was followed and caught.

All evidences of 
sleepiness or intoxication disappeared as 
soon as the car had passed out of Bon­ 
neauville, however, as Miller then bright­ 
ened up considerably and talked freeU 
with Mr. Hartman but took care to avoid 
discussing the charge against him.

The 
streets are clean, the houses freshly 
painted, and the people one sees in 
the streets look better dressed and 
quite as well fed as the average per- 
son on the streets of New York. 


The Hotel Atlantic is filled with 


Americans who pay about 20 per cent 
less for their rooms than they would 
in New York, although these rates are 
more than double that paid by German 
travelers.

Beauty and youth alone 
are enough to do this for an imagina­ 
tive young man, and when attractive 
aspects of character are back of beauty 
and youth, and when the young man 
looks forward to a probability of that 
conquering circumstance, propinquity, 
he may be excused if his feet lightly 
touch the floor.

Coconut Macaroons.—Take one cup-

Red Cross Sends Supplies. 


Directly in the \ ake of tiie soldiers 
and supplementii

reserve stocks of foods and supplies 
and the comforts that fighting men 
have come to expect from the Red 
Cross.

That modest little menu looks as if 
the Yankee soldiers were not going to 
have any difficulty keeping the Rus­ 
sian wolves away from the barracks.

, pounds of dried fruits, 4,000 pounds of 
! milk chocolate, 2,000 pounds of pow- 
| dered milk, 2%000 pounds of sweetened 
chocolate for cooking, 200 cases 0*1* 
canned fruit and o()0 pounds of cocoa. 
After stowing away ail that food the 
soldiers should have no difficulty in 
keeping warm. But the American Red 
Cross, deciding to be on the safe side, 
sent along the following articles: 


Blankets, 2,000. 
Sweaters, 5,000. 
Wristlets, 5,000. 
Muillers, 3,000. 
Mittens, 8,000. 
Helmets, 5,000. 
Other items on tlie list were wash­ 
cloths, 
safety 
razors, 
tooth 
paste, 
toothbrushes, tobacco, soap and shav­ 
ing brushes. 
At this juncture some­ 
one puts the question: But how are 
they ever going to get through the 
bitter cold days and long winter nights 
without any amusement? 
The followr- 
ing items on the list provide the an­ 
swer:’

Have Weekly Newspaper. 


The home service branch of tlie Red 
Cross will enable the American sol­ 
diers to keep in toucii with their fami­ 
lies over here. 
But they will not be 
dependent upon letters from home as 
to what is going on in their native 
land. 
The Red Cross, in co-operation 
with one of the big news-gathering as­ 
sociations, is providing American sol­ 
diers in Archangel with The Sentinel, 
a weekly newspaper dealing with hap­ 
penings in tho United States. 


A letter from one of the American 
soldiers in 
Archangel has recently 
reached his family in Wisconsin. Brief 
and to the point, confirming other fa­ 
vorable reports along the same line, 
the message says: 


“All O. K. 
Plenty to eat, sleep. 
Have had plenty of shell and all the 
rest for the short time. 
Men behave 
wonderfully, considering.”

SAVED APIA FROM GERMANS 


Interesting Now to Recall Commander 
Leary's Defiance of Overbearing 
Teuton Captain. 


Persons who have said tho United 
Slates had no case against Germany 
prior to the sinking of (he 
Lusitania 
and events dating from 1014 perhaps 
are unacquainted with tho trouble over 
the Samoan islands which occurred in 
the eighties. 
Attempts by Prince Bis­ 
marck, then German chancellor, to 
dominate the islands, had been frus­ 
trated and a German consul had been 
withdrawn after he had caused a crisis 
by raising a German flag over Apia, 
One of the principal cities. 
Another 
consul, Herr Becker, acting on his gov: 
ernment’s instructions, again precipi­ 
tated trouble by deposing the Samoan 
king and setting up a ruler favorable 
to German interest. 


The climax came when the German 
corvette Adler prepared to shell Apia, 
tho natives of which had become hos­ 
tile to the Germans. 
Commander Rich­ 
ard Leary of the United States gunboat 
Adifms had been in the vicinity of the 
islands expecting trouble. 
An account 
of what happened is a tribute to the 
courage of the American navy, 
It fol­ 
lows: 


uAt the appointed hour, the Adler 
steamed out with the German ensign 
flying at her peak. 
The Adams follow­ 
ed closely at her heels. 
Soon the Adler 
slowed dow’n and sw’ung into position, 
so as to bring her broadside guns to 
bear on the helpless village. 
The 
Adams dashed in between the Adler 
and the shore, where she, too, swung 
about, her guns at port and pointed 
directly at the Germans. 
Presently, 
Commander Leary in full uniform and 
accompanied by his staff, boarded the 
Adler. 
His colloquy with the German 
captain was short and sharp: 
‘If you 
fire,' he said, ‘you must lire through 
the ship w'hich I have the honor to 
command. 
I shall not be answ’erable 
for the consequences!* 
So saying, he 
took his leave. 


"Captain Fritze could scarcely be- 
lieve lils ears. 
Such audacity had nev­ 
er yet confronted him. 
He knew’ that 
the first shot would be answered by an 
American broadside, and this would he 
the signal for a war between his coun­ 
try and the American republic. 
He 
faltered, and then, his heart swelling 
with humiliation, he steamed suddenly 
away.”—Detroit News.

Or wTe may have an invi­ 
tation by wireless telephony from a 
friend flying in France to join him 
at dinner in the evening. 
It will not

Representative Griest 


{Introduces Three Bills* 


Three bills, each presented by Repre 
Bentative C. Arthur Griest, of Adame 
county, were before the house of represen 
tatives on Tuesday. One of the bills pro 
vide that any judge of the supreme or su 
perior court who served in judicial office 
for 20 years or more and any judge of the 
common pleas or orphan’s court who has 
reached the age of 65 years and has serv­ 
ed iti judicial otlice for 20 years or more 
but who retired from oflice by expiration 
of term resignation or other .vise at any 
time prior to the passage of this*act and 
was not entitled to the benefits of the act 
to which this is an amendment shall after 
the passage of this act if he hold himself 
in readings to advise with his successors 
and colleagues and to perform such duties 
as special master refere auditor or exam 
iner in sucrh ways as he may be reasona­ 
bly able to do receive during the remain 
derof his life one-half of the salary which 
he would have received had he remained 
in active service. 
This bill passed the 
house by a vote of 130 to 43.

amendment will be made to the Griest 
bill in the senate by agreement with Rep* 
resentative William Davie, Cambria.

FAVOR PROJECTS 


FOR GOOD ROADS 


Remarkable Increase Shown in 


Statement Issued by Bureau 


of Public Roads, 


MANY AGREEMENTS EXECUTED 


Great Reduction Made in Time for 


Preliminary Work Before Actual 


Construction Is Begun—Few 


Projects Completed. 


The remarkable rate at which the 


number of federal-aid road-building 
projects has increased since the war 
Is shown in a summary relating to all 
such work from September 30, 191G, 
to April 30, 1920, which has been pre- 
pared by the bureau of public roads, 
United States department of a-gricul- 
ture. On the later date the states had 
filed with the bureau 2.SS5 project 
statements of which 2,790 had 6een 
approved, representing 27,790 miles of 
highway. 


Work in Progress. 


Up to May 1 of this 5 ear 1,974 proj- 


ects had proceeded to the stage at 
which plans, specifications, and esti- 
mates had been delivered to the bu- 
reau of public roads. The plans, speci- 
fications and 
estimates of 1,827 of 


these had been recommended for ap- 
proval, representing 13,845 miles. Proj- 
ect agreements had actually been exe- 
cuted and construction work was in 
progress on 1,509 projects, totalling 
11,987 miles. In addition, work had 
been begun on about 100 projects for 
\\hich agreements had not actually 
been signed, thus expediting the prog- 
ress of the work and brinmng the to- 
tal mileage under construction up to 
13,340.

TO CURE SHEEP SCAB 


One Reason Is That All Eggs 


Have Not Been Killed. 


Important That Second Treatment Bt 


Made Before Mites Which May 


Hatch Out Have Had Chance 


to Deposit More Eggs. 


A single dipping usually fails to rid 


a flock of sheep from scab, according 
to findings of specialists of the United 
States department of agriculture re- 
ported in Fanners' Bulletin 713. 


The apparent reason is either that 


all the females in the course of de- 
positing eggs, at which time they ap- 
pear especially tenacious of life, or all 
the eggs already deposited have not 
been destroyed by the dipping: conse- 
quently, after the eggs 
which 
may 


have escaped the first dipping have 
had an opportunity to complete their 
incubation, it is essential to dip the 
sheep again.

dipping take place before any mites 
which may hatch out after the first

FAVOR PROJECTS 
FOR GOOD ROADS 


Remarkable Increase Shown in 
Statement Issued by Bureau 
of Public Roads. 


MANY AGREEMENTS EXECUTED 


Great Reduction Made in Time for 
Preliminary Work Before Actual 
Construction Is Begun—Few 
Projects Completed. 


The remarkable rate at which tlie 
number of federal-aid road-building 
projects has increased since the war 
is shown in a summary relating to all 
such work from September 30, 191G, 
to April 30, 1920, which has been pre­ 
pared by the bureau of public roads, 
United States department of agricul­ 
ture* On the later date the states had 
filed with the bureau 2.SS5 project 
statements of which 2,790 had been 
approved, representing 27,796 miles of 
highway. 


Work In Progress. 


Up to May 1 of this year 1,974 proj­ 
ects had proceeded to the stage at 
which plans, specifications, and esti­ 
mates had been delivered to the bu­ 
reau of public roads. The plans, speci­ 
fications and estimates of 1,827 of 
these had been recommended for ap­ 
proval, representing 13.S45 miles. Proj­ 
ect agreements had actually been exe­ 
cuted and construction work was in 
progress on 1,569 projects, totalling 
11.9S7 miles. In addition, work had 
been begun on about 100 projects for 
which agreements had not actually 
been signed, thus expediting the prog­ 
ress of the work and bringing the to­ 
tal mileage under construction up to 
13,540. 
The summary shows that a 
great reduction has been made in the 
ttrne required for preliminary work be­ 
fore actual construction is begun. 


Agreements Made. 


On the average the states have sub­ 
mitted project statements for nearly 
95 per cent of their respective allot­ 
ments and have entered into agree­ 
ment to construct highways which call 
for about one-half of their federal-aid 
money. The projects actually com­ 
pleted and paid for are comparatively 
few, but they are materially exceeded 
in number by those which are practi­ 
cally completed. California, Delaware, 
Illinois, Idaho, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, 
Louisiana, Maine, Maryland, Minne­ 
sota, Nebraska, New Hampshire, New 
Jersey, North Carolina, Ohio, Oregon, 
Pennsylvania, 
Ilhode Island, 
Utah, 
Washington, West Virginia and Wyo­ 
ming have each submitted approved 
project statements for all or nearly all 
of their allotments.

ONE DIP NOT ENOUGH 
TO CURE SHEEP SCAB 


One Reason Is That All Eggs 
Have Not Been Killed. 


Important That Second Treatment Bt 
Made Before Mites Which May 
Hatch Out Have Had Chance 
to Deposit More Eggs. 


A single dipping usually fails to rid 
a flock of sheep from scab, according 
to findings of specialists of the United 
States department of agriculture re­ 
ported in Farmers’ Bulletin 713, 


The apparent reason is either that 
all the females in the course of de­ 
positing eggs, at which time they ap­ 
pear especially tenacious of life, or all 
the eggs already deposited have not 
been destroyed by the dipping: conse­ 
quently, after tho eggs which may 
have escaped the iirst dipping have 
had an opportunity to complete their 
incubation, it is essential to dip tho 
sheep again. 


It .is also essential that the second 
dipping take place before any mites 
which may hatch out after the first 


PLANTING ENDIVE IN AUGUST 


Ordinary endive is the king of all 
winter salads that are in reach of the 
ordinary gardener. It should be plant­ 
ed from the first to the middle of 
August. 
The green curled varieties 
are best. 
There is always plenty of 
room in the gardens at this time of 
year, therefore sow the rows wido 
enough apart to allow banking with 
earth. Thin the plants to stand about 
four inches apart. 
Having it that 
close together will not produce large 
heads, but they will be finer in tex­ 
ture and more tender. 


By the time the first freeze is ex­ 
pected this will be a hedgerow. 
Lift 
the 
outer 
leaves, 
pressing 
boards 
against the sides of the row and hold 
them in place with stakes. 
Leave it 
until in danger from freezing weather, 
then draw earth against the boards 
and add straw covering. 


A three-year crop rotation—small 
grain, clover and corn—and a two- 
year-crop rotation—corn and rye or 
early potatoes and rye—also afford 
an excellent opportunity for getting 
rid of quack grass. 
Extra expense 
required by extra tillage will in most 
cases be largely made up by increased 
yields.

A forest crop calls for less actual 
outlay of cash In proportion to the 
final Income than any other form of 
enterprise. An Investment of $10 to 
$15 an acre, with a small annual 
carrying charge, In 40 to 50 years will 
produce a return equivalent to from 
‘4 to 0 per cent compound Interest for 
the period involved.

dipping have had time to become ma­ 
ture and deposit more eggs. As the 
eggs on the body of the host usually 
require 4 days* incubation, sometimes 
a week, and probably never more than 
10 days, and as 10 to 12 days are nec£ 
essary for the young mites after hatch­ 
ing to grow to maturity, mate, and de­ 
posit their eggs, it would appear that 
the best time for the second dipping 
is about 10» days after the first, as all 
the eggs will have hatched, while prac­ 
tically none of the new generation of. 
mites will have developed sufficiently 
to deposit eggs. Practical experience 
has shown that the second dipping 
may be delayed until the fourteenth 
day without unfavorably affecting the 
results of the treatment, but wherever 
possible It is preferable to follow the 
10-day rule.

SAVED APIA FROM 
GERMANS 


Interesting Now to Recall Commander 
Lcary's Defiance of Overbearing 
Teuton Captain. 


Persons wlio have said the United 
Slate.s liad no case against 
Germany 
prior to the sinking of (he 
Lusllania 
and events dating from 1014 
perhaps 
are unacquainted with tho trouble over 
the Samoan islands which occurrcd In 
iho eighties. 
Attempts by Prhice Bis- 
marck, 
then 
German 
chnnroiior, 
to 
dominate the islands, had been frus- 
trated and a German consul liad been 
withdrawn after ho had caused a crisis 
by raising a German flag over Apia, 
dnc of the principal cities. 
Another 
consul, Herr Becker, acting on his gov- 
ernment's instructions, again 
precipi- 
tated trouble by deposing the Samoan 
king and setting up a ruler favorable 
to German interest. 


The climax came when the Gorman 
corvette Adler prepared to shell Apia, 
tho natives of which had become hos- 
tile to the Germans. 
Commander Rich- 
ard Loary of the United States gunboat 
Ada'ms had been in the vicinity of the 
islands expecting trouble. 
An account 
of what iiappened is a tribute to the 
courage of the American navy. 
It fol- 
lows: 


"At the appointed 
hour, the 
Adler 
steamed out with the German 
ensign 
flying at lier peak. 
The Adams follow- 
ed closoly at her heels. 
Soon the Adler 
slowed down aud swung into position, 
so as to bring her broadside guns to 
bear on the 
helpless 
village. 
The 
Adams dashed in between the Adler 
îmd the ahore, where siu\ too, swung 
about, her guns at port and 
pointed 
dii *ectly fit tlie Germans. 
Presently, 
Commander Leary in full uniform and 
accompanicd by his staff, hoarded the 
Adler. 
His coiioquy with the German 
captain was short and siiarp: 
*If yon 
fire,' 
lie saifl, \vou must 
fire 
through 
the ship which T have the honor to 
command. 
1 shall not bo answeraiile 
for the consequences r 
So saying, he 
took his leave. 


"Captain 
Fritze could scarcely 
be- 
lieve his oars. 
Such audacity had nev- 
er yet confronted him. 
He knew tliat 
the first shot would bo answered by an 
American broadside, and this would be 
tho signal for a war between his coun- 
try and 
the 
American 
republic. 
He 
faiiored, and then, his heart swelling 
wit il iìumiliation. ho steamed suddenly 
away."—Detroit News.

a good vinegar; add one teaspoonful of 
salt to each pint jar of * the cherries. 
Seal. 
These are tine in the winter, 
served with meats as a relish.

Cream Dressing for Fruit Salad.— 
Melt four tablespoonfuls of butter, add 
two and one half 
tablespoonfuls 
of 
cornstarch, one tablespoonful of fiour, 
one-fourth of a teaspoonful of salt, 
three drops of tabasco and one table- 
^ spoonful of sugar. 
Add gradually one 
cupful of hot milk and cook well. Take 
from the fire, add a beaten yolk and 
five tablespoonfuls of lemon juice, one 
at a time, beating well between each. 
Add a few 
tablespoonfuls 
of 
sour 
cream, beaten until stiff. 
Chill and 
serve. 


Another Fruit Dressing.—Take one- 
half cupful of orange juice, one-fourth 
cupful of lemon juice, two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter and two of flour, one- 
half cupful of sugar. 
Mix and cook 
until smooth and the flour well cooked. 


Vanilla Ice Cream.—Mix one table- 
spoonful of flour with one-eighth of a 
teaspoonful of salt, one cupful of su- 
gar and one egg slightly beaten; add 
two cupfuls of scaUled milk and cook 
over hot water twenty minutes, stir- 
ring constantly at fii'st; add two ta- 
blespoonfuls of vanilla when cool and 
one quart of thin cream. 
Strain and 
freeze.

FAVOR PROJECTS 
FOR GOOD ROADS 


Remarkable Increase Shown in 
Statement Issued by Bureau 
of Public Roads. 


MANY AGREEMENTS EXECUTED 


Great Reduction 
Made In Time 
for 
Preliminary Work Before Actual 
Construction Is Begun—Few 
Projects Completed. 


The reninrkahle rate nt which the 
number 
of 
federnl-nid 
roiid-buiUling 
projects has Increased since the war 
is shown in a summary rolatinj; to all 
such woHc from September 30. 191G, 
to April 30, 1920. which has been pre- 
pared by the bureau of public roads, 
United States department of agiicul- 
ture. On the later date the states had 
filed with the bureau 
2.S85 project 
statements of which 2.790 had 6een 
approved, representing 27.796 miles of 
Idghway, 


Work in Progress. 


Up to May 1 of this year 1,974 proj- 
ects had proceeded to the stage at 
which plans, specifications, and esti- 
mates had been delivered to the bu- 
reau of public roads. The plans, speci- 
fications 
and 
estimates 
of 1.827 of 
those had been recommended for ap- 
proval, representing 13.845 miles. Proj- 
ect agreements had actually been exe- 
cuted and construction work was in 
progress on 1.569 projects, totalling 
11.987 miles. In addition, work had 
been begun on about 100 projects for 
which agreements had not 
actually 
been signed, thus expeditincr the prog- 
ress of the work and bringing the to- 
tal mileage under construction up to 
13.540. 
The summary shows that a 
great reduction has been made in the 
time required for preliminary work be- 
fore actual construction is begun. 


Agreements 
Made. 


On the average the states have sub- 
mitted project statements for nearly 
95 per cent of their resriective allot- 
ments and have entered into agi-ee- 
ment to construct highways which call 
for about one-half of their federal-aid 
money. 
The projects 
actually 
com- 
pleted and paid for are comparatively 
few, but they are materially exceeded 
in number by those which are practi- 
cally completed. California, Delaware, 
Illinois, Idaho, Indiana.

A single dipping usually falls to rid 
a flock of sheep from scab, according 
to ihulings of specialists of the United 
States department of agriculture re- 
ported in Farmers' Bulletin 713. 


The apparent reason is either that 
all the females In the course of de- 
positing eggs, at which time they ai>- 
pear especially tenacious of Hfo. or all 
the eggs already deposited have not 
been destroyed by the dipping: conse- 
quently. after the eggs 
which 
may 
have escaped the iirst dipping have 
had an opportunity to complete their 
incubation, it is essential to dip tho 
sheep again. 


It Js also essential that the second 
dipping take place before any mites 
which may hatch out after the 
first

ture and deposit more eggs. As the 
eggs on the body of the host usually 
require 4 days' incubation, sometimes 
a week, and probably never more than 
10 days, and as 10 to 12 days are nec^- 
essary for the young mites after hatch- 
ing to grow to maturity, mate, and de- 
posit their eggs, it would appear that 
the best tirae for the second dipping 
is about 10» days after the first, as all 
the eggs will have hatched, while prac- 
tically none of the new generation of. 
mites will have developed sufficiently 
to deposit eggs. Practical experience 
has shown that the second 
dipping 
may be delayed until the fourteenth 
day without unfavorably affecting the 
results of the treatment, but wherever 
possible it is preferable to follow the 
10-day rule.
